from the year 177s till the year 17$ tSe affairs of the House of Industry in Dublin were 
managed and governed by the Corporate for the relief of the Poor in the County of the City of 

Debhn; which Corporation was created under the- Act of Parliament tt tit & 12th Geo a and 
constated of a certain number of Ea-Officio llembers, and a number of Pereo.e, nnhm'itri by 
the Act, who became Members by Subscription or by Ballot. 

In the year 1797, this Corporation was empowered by Act of Parliament 38th of the late Kin- 
- c_ 34 , to appoint by ballot Seven Persons out of its own body to be Acting Governors of the House 
i of Industry, and the following Persons were appointed accordingly; viz.— James Henthorn 
Reverend William O’Connor, Edward Houghton, Reverend James Horner, Francis UEstranee’ 
the Reverend Thomas Gamble, and Thomas Worthington, Esq. 

In the year 1798, the Seven Acting Governor were re-appointed by the Act 39th of the late 
King, c. 38. 

In 1799 , tie same Seven Persons were rc-.ppointed for another year: np to this period the 
above-named Persons acted as Governors without Salary. 

In the year 1800, by the Act 40 Geo. 3, c.40, Five of the then Seven Acting Governors were 
appointed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to be Governors of the House of Industry 
m Dublin, which Five Persons continued to be Governors until the year 1820, when by Act of 
Parliament 1 Geo. 4. c.40, the Number of Five Governors were no longer considered neces- 
sary; and by said Act, His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was authorized to appoint One 
Person to be Governor, at a Salary of £.500. a year, and One other Person to be Assistant 

overnor, at £.300. a year, but the latter Appointment has not hitherto been made; said Act 
also authorizes the Appointment of Seven Persons to be Visitors of the said House of Industry, 
which said Persons so appointed act without Salary.

AN ACCOUNT of the Period when The Foundling Hospital in the 
City of Dublin was first established ; its Object, and how supported; with 
an Account of all Grants of Money made Annually by Parliament up to 
the present time ; and, a List of the Names of the different Governors of the 
said Foundling Hospital, and Salaries of the different Governors of the said 
Foundling Hospital. 



THE Institution was founded in the Year 1704, and governed by a Corporation under 
several Acts of Parliament, until the Year 1798, when an Act was passed forming a new 
Corporation, consisting of Nine Governors; and by an Act passed in the 50th of Geo. 3, 
three additional Governors were appointed. 

The originat Objects of the Institution, were the Employment and Maintenance of 
Vagrants and Beggars, and the Maintenance and Education of Children exposed or 
deserted in the streets of Dublin. 

In the Year 1772, by an Act passed in the 11th and 12th Geo. 3, the Vagrants and 
Beggars were removed to Bridewell and other houses supported by the Corporation of 
Dublin, and the Institution placed under a Corporation, designated “ The Governors 
of the Foundling Hospital and Workhouse.” 1 

The Object of the Institution was the preservation of the lives of deserted or exposed 
Infants by their indiscriminate admission from all parts of Ireland ; putting them out to 
be nursed in the country, until they were of a proper age to be drafted into the Hospital ; 
and educating them there in such a manner as to qualify them for being apprenticed to 
trades, or as servants, and thus rendering them useful members of society. 

The Institution was supported until the 5th of January 1823, partly by a House-tax 
levied on the citizens of Dublin, and the suburbs and liberties near the same, or within 
two miles of the Castle of Dublin, amounting annually from 7,000/. to 8,000/. and partly 
by Parliamentary Grants, and a small Estate amounting to 115/. 2 s. per annum. 

By an Act passed in the 3d year of His present Majesty, the Citizens of Dublin 
were relieved from the payment of the above-mentioned House-tax ; and in lieu thereof, 
it was enacted that the sum of 5/. (late Irish currency) should be paid with each Child, 
previous to its admission into the Hospital, by the Overseers, or the Minister and Church- 
wardens of the parishes from which infants were sent; and that no infant should be 
admitted whose age exceeded twelve months. Said payments have amounted annually to 
about 2,000/. and which together with annual Grants from Parliament, and the small 
Estate above-mentioned, amounting to 106/. 4s. 1 1 d. per annum, constitute the means 
by which the Institution is at present supported.
